That is te say, increase 

in number of ears, thickness of stalk, resist- 

ance to. disease, and so on, 

Great time is required, because all crosses 
are apt to breed back to weaknesses at times. 
It is only after years of patient breeding to 
“strengths” that successful types are produced 
which will remain stable, or true. 

When, after eight or a dozen years, the time 
comes to cross the two types that have been 
developed from “strengths” great care must 
be taken. 

First, an effort is made to get the experiment 
field far from other corn. A wandering lot of 
bees can ruin everything. So can a strong wind. 

Secondly, the corn selected to be the “fe 
male” corn, that is the corn which is to receive 
the pollen, has all its tassels carefully cut away 
before development, so there can be no self. fer- 
tilization. . z 

In the first crosses, great care is given 
sometimes to the extent of pollinating by hand, 
and covering the silks so no other pollen may 
enter. 7 
The result is, of course, the best “strengths” 
from each cross. It is thicker of stalk. It will 
average about three ears to the stalk. On good

Incidentally, we are experiment 
ing in Georgia with a hybrid cot-| 


ton. Cotton is fertilized when the 
tiny pods which grow inthe cen- 
ter of each cotton blossom ex- 
plode, so to speak, and shower pol- 
len down to the bottom of the 
B m where it is absorbed to 
the plant “egg,” and from 
which grows the cotton square. 

Plants, like animals, which pos- 
sess eggs in which there is a dis- 
parity in the chromosomes, have 
not until lately been able to be 
caused to produce a cross. Now, 
through a new process involving 
electronics, it is possible to change 
the chromosome setup of plants 
and make possible a cross. 

The South today is experiment- 
ing with crosses in Southern cot- 
ton anc Asiatic cotton. That cot- 
ton. far inferior, has one strength 
which we desire to give to our cot- 
ton It's coarse fiber is much 
stronger then our. cotton fiber. 
Hence, breeding or crossing is go- 
ine on to give to our cotton this 
ftiencth ot Asiatic cotton.

it is @ jrithe odd to think of the 
experiments of an old monk 
named Grego Mendel, who taught 
in Austria in 1858-65, developing, 
through experiments with crosses 
in garden peas, the theory of he- 
redity known as “Mendel’s Law,” 
reaching down into our cotton 
fields, our corn fields, and our gar- 
dens and stock pastures and barns 
today. But it is true. 

His law was lost sight of until 
about 1900. 

The science of genetics, which 
grew out of study of Mendel’s law, 
as applied to stock and plant 
breeding to develop the best char- 
acteristics of various breeds into 
one, is but little more than 80 
years old. 

It is highly important that na- 
tionally, and on State levels,. we 
see to it that our money for ex- 
periments in all fields of poultry, 
stock and plants be increased. (In- 
cidentally, I wish we paid as much 
attention to the human genetics 
needs.) 

Georgia needs more money for 
experiments. 

We are developing into the di- 
versity about which we so long 
have talked and written, 
about which Henry Grady wrote 
in this newspaper more than 50 
years ago.

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A Slum Clearance Ordinance 


‘Atlanta seems finally to be getting 
around to constructive action on its ever- 
worsening slum problem. 


Slated to be introduced at the next 
meeting of City Council is an ordinance 
drawn specifically to provide means 
whereby substandard areas can be forced 
to make indicated improvements or be 
condemned. | 

It is being drawn by the City Attorney 
\following a conference with members of 
the Slum Clearance Committee, the pur- 
pose being to put teeth in the laws relat- 
ing to public nuisances. It will, its spon- 
sors believe, eliminate the loopholes 
which have prevented the city from en- 
forcing the present statutes. 


Specifically, it will allow the city to 
bring condemnation proceedings against 
the following additional categories of 
housing: , 


Those which have bole damaged by 
fire, wind or other causes so as to have 
become dangerous to life, safety, morals 
or the general health and welfare of the 
occupants or the people of the City of 
Atlanta. 


Those which have become or are so 
dilapidated, decayed, unsafe, unsanitary 
or which so utterly fail to provide the 
amenities essential tea decent living that 
they are unfit for human habitation, or 
are likely to cause—sickness or disease, so 
as to work injury to the health, morals, 
safety and general welfare of those living 
therein. 

Those having light, air and sanitation 
facilities which are inadequate to protect 


the health, morals, safety or general wel- 
fare of human beings who live or may live 
therein. 4 


Those having inadequate facilities for 
egress in case of fire or panic or those hav- 
ing insufficient stairways, elevators, fire 
escapes or other means of communication. 

Those which have parts thereof which 
are so attached they may fall and injure 
members of the public or property. 

Those which because of their condi- 
tion are unsafe, unsanitary or dangerous 
to the health, morals, safety or general 
welfare of the people of this city. 

Those buildings existing in violation of 
any provision of the building tode of this 
city, or any provision of the Fire Preven- 
tion Code, or any other city ordinance. 

Ultimately, of course, the effectiveness 
of any \widespread slum clearance pro- 
gram will hinge (1) on the city’s willing- 
ness to demand improvements without re- 
gard* to the political affluence of the 
property owners involved, and (2) the 
manner in which those property owners 
co-operate. 

With adoption of the above-mentioned 
ordinance—and certainly it should be en- 
acted—those responsible for instigating 
slum clearance can no longer complain 
that they do not have sufficieht authority 
to demand that the job be done. 

As for the property owners themselves, 
many are yet to be sold on the fact that 
it is to their interest that their own as 
well as surrounding. property be im- 
proved. Such an ordinance, together with 
other persuasions, should act as a prod 
to move them in their apathy. _ 


Atlanta as an Export Center 


Businessmen are net accustomed to 
spend money for advertising unless they 
feel pretty certain there is a demand for 
the goods or services they offer. That is 
why a recent advertisement in The Con- 
stitution struck us as indicative of At- 
lanta’s growing importance not merely 
as the center of regional trade and finance, 
but also as a center of trade with South 
and Central American countries. 

The advertisement was merely the an- 
nouncement that the export division of a 
machinery firm offered Spanish transla- 
tion service for firms doing business in 
Latin America. 

As an indicator, it is only a straw in 
the wind, of course, but coming closely 


behind the recent organization of a group 
here to promote commercial relations with 
South American countries, it takes on 
more than casual significance. 

Atlanta has been somewhat lax in cul- 
tivating trade with the countries to the 
south and well might take a hint from 
New Orleans, which has established an 
international mart that includes a staff 
competent to handle relations with Latin 
American businessmen in their own lan- 
guages and in the manner of their respec- 
tive countries. Only recently this organi- 
zation obtained a $1,000,000 order for an 
Alabama concern, the goods to be shipped, 
of course, through the, port of New Or- 
leans. 


The Air Forces’ Fortieth Anniversary 


Appropriately, the Army Air Forces 
have laid plans for an extraordinary ob- 


servance of their fortieth anniversary, 
which is officially marked today. For the 
Air Forces enter their forty-first year as 
an independent military entity, com- 
pletely divorced from control by other 
branches of.the Army. Its new status, 
created by the Army-Nayy Unification 
Act which President Truman signed last 
Saturday, has been a goal of Air Force 
officers for;:many years and the birthday 
observances will be a celebration of their 
final victory. | 


It is hard to realize that the Army Air 
Forces, which now comprise 375,000 offi- 
cers and men and which played such an 
important part in winning victory for us 
in World War II, came into existence only 
40 years ago with a complement of one 
officer and two men. The Army did not 
even own an airplane at the time and it 
was a year before one was purchased from 
the Wright Brothers for a total cost of 
$30,000. This plane flew 42 miles an hour 


and remained aloft 72 minutes, a far cry 
indeed from modern planes, which span 
oceans at one hop at a speed approaching 
that of sound. 

But there will be no relics of those 
struggling days at the Air Forces’ cele- 
bration of their anniversary and inde- 
pendence tomorrow and Sunday at the 
Marietta Army Air Base. At this Airodeo, 
as it is called, the public will see a squad- 
ron of the P-80 jet planes put through 
their paces at spectacular speeds, as well 
as an assortment of other aircraft, includ- 
ing a demonstration of combat tactics by 
Navy planes. 

And not the least attraction, of course, 
will be Zack Mosley, creator of the 
“Smilin’ Jack” comic strip which appears 
in The Constitution. 

It will be a fitting celebration of the 
Air Forces’ anniversary, which also hap- 
pens to coincide with its emergence as an 
autonomous military unit. And in view 
of the present world situation, the exhi- 
bition of our flying might will be of espe- 
cial interest to everyone.

Yet, he had been arrested in a juvenile car-stealing escapade 
and she learned he habitually went out with other boys when she 
thought he was at a movie and engaged in stealing cars and riding 
in them at terrific speeds; Young girls also were involved. 


Reports I have pored over the PTA reports of one of the 
school districis, in which girls of 14 are professional 
street solicitors and boys of equal age are habitual thieves. 

Here the economic factor delinitely is involved. Here, too, are 
surroundings of drunkenness, broken homes and gross human acts 
responsible for the conditions which are, of course, shocking. 

Savage beatings, loud threats, detention homes, all serve no 
therapeutic purpose. Just as jail sentences of 10 or 30 days for 
being drunk do not promote sobriety. . 


Mind The truth is, we know so little of the mind. We do not 

know what, or how much, the mind of a smal] child of 
two or three years absorbs and retains, to emerge years later in 
some form or other. 

A couple who quarrel and abuse one another in front of a child 
do untold damage; a couple who quarrel loudly and. make up 
loudly, do likewise. - Discussion of a child’s looks, behavior, or a 
handicap may not be fully understood but from the tone of voice 
and a known word or so, some distorted mental. picture is ob- 
tained. A fear is born and hidden. The shouting, berating parents 
certainly produce a feeling of confusion and insecurity. 

All this stays in the mind and is a part of the man or woman 
that is to be. 

The great engine of sex may race its motor; may miss and burn 
too much oil; may stall and get out of tune. How much of it hap- 
pens because of fearful things said and done to a child; because 
of stories told to and practices taught children of tender years; 
how much of it happens because of things read on walls or done 
by depraved, sick adults ... no one can Say. 

We don’t know much about the mind. Except that it is. there. 
And it is mysterious. And powerful, savage. and brutal, as it can 


be noble and good. 
Bi Shot I talked with a psychiatrist. “Much of this juvenile 

g delinquency is the same as adult delinqueficy—the 
desire to be a big shot,” he said. 

“There is a feeling of being a big shot in stealing a car and 
riding in it at swift speeds, not knowing when the police siren 
will shrill behind you. 

“There is the thrill of being someone, of being a big shot, 
breaking into a house and destroying property. 

“Some persons solve it by getting drunk and dropping their in- 
hibitions, talking big and acting like big shots. 

“Some people buy bigger diamonds, or more lavish clothes, or 
give expensive dinners. Some go in for trotting horses or race 
horses on an exhibitionist scale ... there are many ways to satisfy 
the desire to be a big shot—and all of us have it in one degree 
or another,” he said. 

“But, some of us have better ‘governors’ than othegs. 

“Who made your adult, who has soiled young boys, what he is? 
Why did the hand of the potter shake on your young man who is 
charged with criminal assault? Why are there peeping Toms? 
And so on. Why do ‘so many of us want the thrill of being a big 
shot?”’ 

I do not know. I only know I wish I knew the answer and 
how to make the punishment not fit the crime, but cure the pa-

Their armament does not consist of guns. 
Their ammunition is not the output of a shell 
, factory. Their duty is not to kill. 

But they are fighting men of the spirit. They’ wage war for 
the spiritual quality of their congregation, the men in uniform. 
They fight with the inspiration of the true faith and their ammu- 
nition is found in The Book. 

They face danger side by side with the men to whom they 
minister. They brave the perils of the battlefield just as do their 
charges. Perhaps the risk is greater for them, unarmed. 

(At one period during the recent wars, it was stated that the 
number of American chaplains killed was greater, in ratio to their 
total numbers, than for any other branch of the service).

There were those three, a Protestant, a Catholic and a Rabbi, 
who leaped into the sea from a sinking transport, without lifebelts, 
so that others might live while they drowned.

WASHINGTON—Cartel is a two-syllable, million-dollar word. It has a nickel 
and penny significance, too, as well as a world-peace import. This derives from 
its nature which signifies great corporations that embrace functions ranging from 
production through distribution, or a combination of such corporations. 

Such combinations often are monopolistic by agreements among participants di- 
viding up markets, fixing prices, and so on. That costs the ordinary consumer pen- 

nies, nickels and dollars in increased prices. In the broader way on an international scale, by re 
Stricting trade cartels constitute a potential source of war.
